An Impracticable Scheme. 


A dispatch was recently sent all over 
the country frem New York de 
scribing a proposition said to be on 
foot to turn the waters of Owens Lake, 
in Inyo county, into Death Valley. 
According to the dispatch the waters 
of Owens River were to be diverted, 
allowing the lake to dry out and carry- 
ing the waters beyond the lake into 
Death Valley, thus turning a desolate 
wilderness into.agarden, It appears 
that this scheme is altogether chimeri- 
cal and impracticable. Were it prac- 
ticable no possible good could come 
of it. 

In the first place, it would be neces- 
sary to construct a canal of unknown 
length, through two ranges of moun- 
tains, over aroute which several en- 
gimeers have, after surveys, declared 
impracticable for a railroad. Then, 
again, if it was proposed to gather the 
sodium contained in the lake, that 
would be futile, as the minerals are 
held in solution and would be car- 
ried off with the water. As to 
the irrigation project, when it 
is considered that the water of 
the lake holds in solution 4422 grains 
of mineral to the gallon, against only 
1680 grains to the gallon in the Dead 
Sea, which covers Sodom and Gomor- 
rah, it will easily be seen that such 
irrigation would even kill the native 
sagebrush. 

It may safely be assumed that the 
Death Valley cana! will never be con- 
structed. 


A CGORRESPONDENT in the City of 
Mexico has sent us a copy of the Two 
Republics, which contains an editorial, 
commenting upon a recent article in 
Tue Tres, wherein we touched upon

Where Tomato Vines Were Unin- 
jurea by the Late Cold Snap. 
| Santa, Monica Outlook.| 
| The Outlook is indebted to Mr. 
George Killen, who lives at the base of 
the mountains. about six miles north- 
east of Santa Monica, and a mile north 
oi: the Sunset tract, for a present that 
would be a great novelty this time of 
the year to people living outside ofa 
few favored spots in Southern Cali- 
fornia. This present consisted of a 
basket of large, ripe tomatoes, plucked 
from the vines last Thursday morning. 
The tomato, as many well know, is 4 
plant that succumbs to the slightest 
touch of frost.

In mest localities, even 
in Los Angeles county, the tomato 
vines were illed by the late unpre- 
cedented ‘cold snap’’ that visited 
Southern California. It will therefore 
be seen that the foothills im this local- 
ity leads all other places as being, per 
se, the frostless belt. In a little while 


which is now partially built, will pass 
along these foothills, from Los Angeles 
to Santa Monica, and then will follow 
along the line a continuous belt of 
handsome suburban homes, reaching 
tothe sea. We say ‘‘suburban,” be-

A SAN DIKGO TRAGEDY. 


Further Particulars ofa Determined 
Suicide. 
Diego Union.| 

The mysterious disap of 
Mrs. Mary. Fielden Am 
lished in yesterday’s Union, was so ne 
by a porter at the Russ House yester- 
day morning. About 7 o'clock us the 
proprietor, E. L. Matah, ta 
turn off the gas, he noticed that the 
key to room No. 55 was not in its uc- 
customed place, nor was there any tag 
showing that the room was occupied. 
‘He called his coloréd porter and in- 
structed him to go up to the room and 
see if there was any one in it. 
The man did as he was directed, 
but loud and repeated rapping at 
the door pay to elicit any response, 
he procured a ladder and looked over 
the transom. The sight that met the 
gaze of the colored man was enough to 
make thestoutest heart quaver. Ly- 
ing on the floor, with the left hand 
partially supporting. the head, with the 
neck outstretched over a basin, was 
the form of a woman. The bowl was 
filled with the life-blood of the unfor- 
tunate, and upon the floor and furni- 
ture were dark clots of coagulated 
blood. The horror stricken negro no- 
tified his employer, who in turn in- 
formed the Coroner of the tragedy. 

That official arrived upon the scene 
shortiy after the news of the deed had 
been communicated to him, and burst 
open the door. A jury was quickly 
impaneled, who, after listening to the 
evidence of those who knew the unfor- 
tunate women in life, brought in a 
verdict that she came to her death at 
her own hands, and believed that she 
was insane when she committed the 
rash act. 

Hardly had the rumor Been sub- 
stantiated than a Union reperter made 
his way to:the Russ House, and there 
saw the proprieton. Upon being asked 
for information iif-regard to the mat- 
ter, Mr. Matah said that upon Wednes- 
day morning, about 10 o’clock, a 
woman, apparently very tired, came to 
the house and said that she would like 
to get a room in a retired part of the 
house where she could rest. Mr. Matah 
showed her to room No. 55, whieh isin 
the most secluded S ae of the building. 
Shortly afterward she came down- 
stairs, and said that she was going out 
to get something to put in her tooth, 
which was aching. She returned in a 
few minu ¢s, ascended to her room, 
and was no more seen alive. 

The desperate woman, evidently 
with her mind bent upon self-destruc- 
tion, had taken a glass, found upon the 
washstand, broken it to pieces, and, 
with one of the fragments, severed her 
jugular vein. The wound presented a 
sickening appearance. It appeared as 
if the piece of glass had been pushed 
its full length into the throat, then 
turned and twisted by the hand ‘of the 
suicide until the main artery had been 
literally gouged out. 

At the conclusion of the inquest the 
remains of Mrs. Ambrose were taken 
to the undertaking-rooms of Breese & 
Byers to be prepared for interment.

Ambrose had been acting very queerly 
for some time past, and seemed to 
brood over'the fact that no tidings had 
been received of a carload of furniture 
shipped from Urbana, O., some six 
weeks ago, and that she had repeatedly 
stated thut the consignment contained 
their all and that life would not be 
worth living in poverty. In her port- 
wonnaie were found money and checks 
amounting to $572.20. The funeral 
will take place at 10 o’clock tomorrow 
morning from the undertaking room. 
Deceased leaves a husband and three 
children, the eldest being agirl of 12 
years.
